Chicago, June 30.—T he stiik e ritu ­ 
al ion is hourly assum ing more serious 
phages. 
N early every road in the city 
is more or less affected, some being 
com pletely crippled. 
The sheriff is 
sw earing in large num bers of depu­ 
ties today, and th e governor has been 
asked for troops. 
The general gov 
em in en t has also been asked to inter 
fere. 
M any trains are being held a t 
Hamm ond, Ind., am ong 
them the 
m a ils. 
One 
thousand men 
w ere 
t b r o u g h t here la st n ig h t by th e Grand 
* T ru n k to take th e strik ers’ places. No 
train s were allow ed to enter th e stock­ 
y a rd s th is m orning and tw o thousand 
me:n were laid off in the packing 
houses.

strikers, and if they go out it w ill 
surely give them the victory.

com panies of the natio n al guard sta ­ 
tioned a t Belleville, Carbondale and 
Olney are now under arm s aw aiting 
orders to move on Cairo if proper re­ 
quisition is m ade by the sheriff of 
A lexander county. 
Since T hursday 
n ight considerable telegraphic corre­ 
spondence has passed betw een the 
governor and the officials of the Illi­ 
nois C entral railroad, whose train s are 
now tied up a t Cairo by the strikers. 
A ssistant A djutant-G eneral H ugh E. 
Bay Ie, 
acting under orders of the 
governor, le ft yesterday afternoon for 
Cairo, w hich point he reached shortly 
a fte r m idnight, and w ill a t once re­ 
p o rt the condition of affairs there to 
th e governor. 
Ca ir o , IIL, Ju n e 30.—The aspect of 
th e strik e conditions in this city have 
no t m aterially changed, b ut affairs 
are in a worse condition, if possible, 
th an before. 
Ten m ail train s and one 
local passenger train are lying idle in 
th e Illinois C entral yards, th ree tons 
of U nited States m ail are detained a t 
the passenger depot, and through an 
order issued by Second V ice-President 
H arahan, all the striking em ployes of 
th a t road here and a t M ounds J anc 
tion, 
eight m iles north, num bering 
ab o u t 400, were discharged a t 6 p. rn. 
T housands of dollars w orth of perish 
able freig h t is side-tracked, w ith no 
prospect of rem oval, and 150 passen­ 
gers, wTho had hoped to resum e their 
journey are now lying a t Mounds 
Ju n ctio n in th e m idst of a dreary 
w aste of railroad tracks. • 
Late in the afternoon the A. R. U., 
through P resident Debs, raised the 
boycott on the Mobile Sc Ohio, afte r 
G eneral M anager J. G. 
M ann had 
signed an agreem ent not to haul any 
m ore Pullm an sleepers for th e present, 
and 
her freig h t lines w ill resum e 
action a t once. 
No effort has been 
made by this road to move a sleeper 
since W ednesday n ig h t 
Sim ilar ne­ 
gotiations upon the p a rt of the Big 
Four are now in progress and it is 
th o u g h t th a t th e boycott on th a t road 
w ill be raised. 
T he Iron M ountain and Cotton B elt 
roads are still inactive. 
T he attorney for the Illinois C entral 
applied to U nited S tates Judge Allen 
for an order to move th e m ail trains 
now being detained in this city. 
The 
order w as received a t noon yesterday 
and delivered to U nited States M arshal 
W. B. Brin ton. 
At 3:20 a crew was 
obtained, and a train composed of a 
. baggage car, m ail car, tw o coaches 
and tw o sleepers was quickly filled 
w ith 150 persona 
Two obstreperous 
strikers cut off the sleepers three 
times, b u t th e leaders coupled them 
again and stood by their agreem ent in 
every particular, b u t it w as 4;IO p rn. 
before the train started for Chicago. 
I t was stopped, however, a t Mounds 
Junction. 
Intense excitem ent 
w as 
w hen it was learned th a t the 
C entral had telegraphed Gov. 
for troops. 
The governor replied th a t 
he could not send troops u n til some 
act of violence was reported. 
The 
m en are m addened a t this action on 
the p art of the road, and w hile they 
have gone about the fight good-natur­ 
edly all along have now settled dow n 
to it in earnest and declare th a t they 
w ill hold every Pullm an sleeper a t all 
hazards. 


the terrible pressure of w%ich th« 
American R ailroad Union b ro u g h t ta 
luear on the en tire system, and the 
bold fro n t presented from the begin­ 
ning by its general officers, the strik ­ 
ers claim th a t this order sent to Cairo 
is evidence th a t the road is w eakening. 
All of the railroad em ployes of the 
stock yards struck early in the even* 
ing, over 500 of them w alking out 
To-dav the j’ards w ill be in a cen* 
dition of com plete paralysis unless by 
extraordinary efforts the com pany se 
cures men to take the places of the 
strikers. 
In any event every industry 
in the stock yards w ill be seriouslj' 
affected to-day, and if the tie-up lastn 
over M onday all the packing houses 
w ill be com pelled to shutdow n. 
This 
w ill throw a t least 25,000 men out of 
em ploym ent, b u t as the K nights of 
Labor are affiliated w ith the American 
R ailw ay Union in the Pullm an boycott 
and the stock yards em ployes are all 
m em bers of th a t organization they 
have signified th eir readiness to join 
the fight. 
To-day the Chicago, Rock Island Sc 
Pacific road w ill probably be added to 
the colum n of roads whose men are 
o u t 
Up to last n ig h t this road was 
n o t affected in the slig h test degree by 
the strike, although it uses plenty of 
Pullm an cars, for the American Rail­ 
way Union was none too strong on 
the line, b u t active m issionary work 
brought the em ployes of the road in 
line, and th e enthusiastic m eeting of 
over 1,000 representatives of every 
branch of th e m echanical and traffic 
service of the Rockland road a t Blue 
sland la st n ig h t strengthened the 
irobability til a t the g reat Rock Island 
w ill join the cripple to-day. 
T here is every reason to believe th a t 
idle strik e w ill take on g reater pro­ 
portions to-day, and th a t several of 
the roads w hich have heretofore been 
able to move th eir trains w ill experi­ 
ence more trouble in doing s a 
This 
is in consequence of the decision of 
nearly 1,000 engineers, firemen and 
conductors, all m em bers of the old 
brotherhoods, a t m eetings held yester­ 
day and la st night, th a t they would 
n o t go o u t on trains th a t were made 
up by other th an union men.

H a m m o n d , Ind., June 30.—The Mo­ 
non passenger train N a 2, w uich le ft 
Chicago a t 8:32 last night, is in the 
h ands of th e strikers. 
M anned by 140 
of them, it came into Hammond a t 
11:40 la st n ig h t 
The strik ers are in 
high spirits. 
W hen they heard of the avowed in­ 
tention of the Monon officials to take 
th e tra in to Indianapolis if it had to 
ru n over the bodies of 1,000 strikers, 
they held a m eeting and decided to 
p ro te s t 
Everybody voted to capture 
the train. 
A lthough the train carries 
m ail th ey were not a t all afraid. 
W hen th e train came to th e state 
line 10:42 it w as signaled to stop. The 
engineer had scarcely done so w hen 
the crow d surrounded him. 
Then an 
engineer took the place of the regular 
M onon man, and w hile the strikers 
yelled th e train w ent into a switch 
and then pulled slowly into the city. 
The mob controlled it. 
I t was run 
dow n on a sw itch and w ill be left 
th ere u n til th e strike is ended. 
It 
carries four sleepers, tw o m ail cars, 
tw o baggage 
cars and four day 
coaches. 
Sheriff Fredericks of Lake county 
has asked Gov. M atthew s to send 
troops to Hammond. 
He says he can 
n o t protect life and property on the 
railroads. The W estern Indiana tracks 
a t the state line 
are 
com pletely 
blocked. 
Five passenger trains are 
standing there, one behind the other. 
F our of th e trains belong to the Erie 
and one to the Monon road. 
The first 
train has been there since 4:40 Friday 
afternoon. 
The passengers are tired 
and hungry. 
The mob which stopped 
the train s held a m eeting along the 
tracks a t IO o’clock and voted to hold 
the train s till the strik e was settled. 
I t is expected here th a t the gover* 
nor w ill call o u t the troops. 
While 
th e hungry passengers were w aiting 
for som ething to happen th e fourth 
Erie passenger, N a 12, w hich le ft a t 
8:12 p. rn., came -p, 
It was also 
blocked. 
This was the first train 
carrying U nited States mail. 
T h at 
seem ingly m ade no difference to the 
strik e rs 
It was held the same as the 
o th e rs 
None of the trains w ill go on 
u n til the Pullm an cars are allow ed to 
go w ith them.

W a s h i n g t o n , June 20.—At the open­ 
ing of the senate session yesterday 
Mr. Sherm an's resolution of Thursday 
directing the com m ittee on in terstate 
commerce to inquire into the advisa­ 
bility of reg u latin g by law the use of 
sleeping and parlor cars was adopted. 
The jo in t resolution continuing the 
annual 
appropriations 
th irty days 
after June 30 was adopted. 
The tariff bill was taken up and 
Ma. Vest moved an am endm ent to the 
clause repealing the reciprocity feat­ 
ure of the McKinley bill. 
Agreed to. 
Senator Peffer offered as a new sec­ 
tion the am endm ent levying a tax of 
$50 per head on all aliens landing in 
the United States to engage in indus­ 
tria l occupations. 
Tabled, 40 to 12. 
Mr. Jones then asked unanim ous 
consent to m ake a num ber of am end­ 
m ents overlooked as the bill was be­ 
ing considered. The am endm ents were 
agreed to as fast as read. 
Most of 
them were verbal or very unim port­ 
ant. 
Sec. 9 of the internal re\w .ue was 
am ended so as to prohibit liquors 
made of sugar and molasses being en­ 
tered 
in 
bonded 
warehouses. 
The 
duty on precious stones, cut but not 
set, was fixed a t 25 per cent; if set, 30; 
u ncut precious stones, IO per c e n t 
T he tariff bill was reported to the 
senate a t 5:45 and a t 0:10 the senate 
adjourned until Monday. 
S enator Hill 
gave

of the tariff bill by adding a t the end 
of section 59 the follow ing: “T h at all 
state, county, 
m unicipal and town 
taxes and all necessary sum s for in­ 
surance paid by corporations, com­ 
panies or associations shall be ex­ 
cluded or deducted in estim ating the 
n et profits or income of such associa­ 
tions, com panies or corporations.” 
Senator Allen also gave notice of an 
am endm ent a t the end of th e tariff 
bill as follows: 
“Provided th a t all 
surplus revenue derived by govern­ 
m ent en d er the provisions of this act 
shall be held as a credit fnnd w ith 
w hich to pay the national indebted­ 
ness as rapidly as possible. ”

No tickets are sold to-day for points 
on the Omaha division of the Chicago 
db Northwestern. 
This order came out from Chicago 
by telegraph, to local agents. 
It ap­ 
plies to all points between Eau Claire 
and Duluth. 
The “ vestibule” last night included 
one Pullman car, the same one that 
went south yesterday morning. 
The 
car is one of the few used by the Chi­ 
cago «fc Northwestern company, and it 
is run over the Omaha division to St. 
Paul. 
When the road composing this 
division was purchased by the North­ 
western company, Pullman sleepers 
were in use on the line and under the 
old contract the Northwestern com­ 
pany is still compelled to run a Pull­ 
man sleeper every other night from 
this city over the route. 
Not M ach Trouble Today. 
Reports from Chicago today indicate 
th at there is very little trouble on the 
Northwestern lines except at the Du­ 
luth end. 
Out of a total of twenty- 
eight switching crews all but seven 
were at work during the day on the 
Galena division. 
This force was large 
enough to handle all the freight bus­ 
iness, according to the company. 
One 
of the officials said 1,800 cars had 
been moved through the yards at 
Western avenue. 
At noon 450 men 
out of 850 men employed in the shops 
a t West Fortieth street quit work 
without giving any notice, and at the 
aame time the force of clerks in the 
office of the West Chicago freight 
yards left their desks and were dis­ 
charged. 
All but four of the regular 
switchmen remained at work in the 
yards of the Wisconsin division. 
A 
force of twelve regular switchmen and 
six special officers, assisted by several 
yard masters, managed to keep things 
moving at Western avenue. 
Two Trains W ith Pullm ans. 
The two St. Paul expresses, the 
only two through trains carrying Pull­ 
mans, left Chicago last night and 
came through without any visible ob­ 
jection on the part of the strikers. 
The passenger business of the road 
was carried on without interruption or 
disturbance of the schedule and no 
freight business was declined at the 
offices. 
The places vacated by the 
striking switchmen are being filled 
with new men as fast as they can be 
hired by the company and the officials 
profess to be able to secure a full 
working force in a few days. 
While 
there is no question that the freight 
business is suffering, the effect of the 
strike is not so severely felt as to oc­ 
casion any alarm. 
As an indication 
th at the company means to fulfill 
President Hughitt’s promise it has 
about 250 special officers guarding the 
yards and tracks besides a large num­ 
ber of city policemen. 
No violence 
has been offered thus far by the strik­ 
ers. 
Can F ill Strikers Places. 
Assistant Superintendent Canjilon 
of Milwaukee said yesterday that the 
Northwestern company could easily 
fill the strikers places, and that it hac 
received many applications from men 
who want to work. 
Two switchmen, 
mormerly in the employ of the St. 
Paul road, were hired yesterday. The 
passenger service, he said, had not 
been affected. 
It is stated that the 
strikers will not be reinstated, and 
orders to that effect have been re­ 
ceived from Superintendent W. M. 
Gardner of the Wisconsin division. 
The company is accepting all kinds of 
freight. 
Mr. Canjilon says the road 
is determined to operate its Pullman 
cars and will fight the strike no mat­ 
ter how much the road is incon­ 
venienced. 
He says the road is in no 
burry to hire new men, but that 
plenty are to be had.

His life was somewhat narrow, being 
confined within the four walls of his 
store, yet he took a keen interest in 
all passing events and felt a deep sym­ 
pathy with all the struggles of hu­ 
manity. 
In his profession he was 
known as a thorough, expert druggist; 
in the business world as an honest, 
honorable man, and socially as a kind, 
true-hearted friend. 
A man of 
few prejudices, but of 
strong opinions, he was considerate of 
the opinions and prejudices of others. 
Though he may have had some of the 
weakness and faults arising from the 
temptations of li'e, yet they but served 
to make him the more considerate of 
the weaknesses of others. 
His faults 
but emphasized his virtues. 
About 
year ago Fred suffered from a stroke of 
paralysis brought on by over exertion, 
and for weeks he lay upon that border 
land that separates us from eternity. 
Then rallying, filled with new hopes of 
life and of activity, he sought strength 
in the west. But he had indeed turned 
his face towards the west, and though 
for a while his letters were filled with 
his old-time cheerfulness, his friends 
soon realized that his health was not 
improving.
